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MEDICAL  REPORT. 


The  Report  of  the  Eye  and  Ear  Department  for  the  year  1875, 
shows  a  largely  increased  number  of  patients  applying  for  relief. 
This  is  due,  partly,  to  the  increasing  reputation  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  partly  to  the  business  depression  that  has  caused  a 
large  number  of  people  to  seek  charitable  relief  for  the  first 
time.  A  greatly  increased  amount  of  labor  has  been  placed  upon 
the  Surgical  Staff  to  care  for  so  many  patients,  and  it  has  been 
found  necessary,  in  order  to  meet  this  demand,  to  add  to  the 
Staff  two  gentlemen,  Doctors  H.  Reed  and  E.  E.  Montgomery, 
who  are  most  satisfactorily  fulfilling  their  duties.  Dr.  F.  P. 
Henry,  who  has  been  associated  with  the  Department  for  several 
years,  by  reason  of  duties  requiring  his  more  close  attention 
elsewhere,  has  felt  himself  obliged  to  give  up  his  connection 
with  this  service.  The  Surgical  Staff  part  with  him  with  great 
regret,  as  he  was  always  most  faithful  in  his  attendance.  A 
daily  service  has  been  held  from  11-1  in  the  morning,  also  from 
6-7  in  the  evening,  for  the  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and 
ear.  The  evening  service  has  been  found  a  most  valuable 
adjunct  in  providing  for  the  laboring  classes  engaged  during  the 
day,  and  who  otherwise  would  have  been  compelled  to  forego 
all  treatment.

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While  since  the  opening  of  this  Department,  February  1, 
1870,  8111  patients  have  been  treated — 5351  for  diseases  of  the 
eye,  and  2700  for  diseases  of  the  ear,  and  the  visits  made  by  these 
patients  amount  to  over  74,000;  1061  operations  have  been  per¬ 
formed;  among  them  may  be  particularized — 

133  Cataract  Operations. 

97  Iridectomy  Operations. 

95  Strabismus  Operations. 

Ward  accommodations  have  been  furnished  to  all  indigent 
patients  requiring  them  free  of  charge. 

Clinical  opportunities  have  been  furnished  to  medical  visitors 
at  this  department,  who  have  presented  themselves  in  large 
numbers,  showing  the  increasing  interest  felt  by  the  profession 
in  this  work. 

During  the  past  year,  the  apparatus  and  instruments  have 
been  largely  increased,  and  are  now  in  every  respect  equal  to 
the  requirements  made  upon  them. 

The  Surgeon  in  Charge  would  take  this  opportunity  of  thank¬ 
ing  his  Staff  most  heartily  for  their  ever  ready  and  skilful 
co-operation  in  this  important  work.
